' do not speedily conic. Fecviiiliucsa, discoulcut,

And William lloiipell, Ksij , l!ar- 
rister at Law, and late 1'. lor Lambeth, i.i 
awaiting his trial for forgeries and fraud, 
which in iheir nRlnrs and ^lia ounning.nvith 
whioh they wore execHted, surpass every 
thing that hast ever -been' -'lieftrd' in this 
country, where such crimes are not at all 
lincanirnon !

.grade. WhiLst the (y'ity Council urjprcparing 
their estimates, and devising; means to raise 
funds', one can see nothing to prevent the city 
eiiLiiiicer from performing his duties at once, so 
iluit no time amy be lost when the oorporation 
are ready tii let the contracts (or works ' 
quired to be done. We hope ths Council wi I 
aeo llial no further delay takes place in this 
jnatter. Let llio eni^ineer bu directed to 

•• proceed at once to his duties of fixing ihe 
grade and collecting data. The absence 
of a regular grade is eveiy day fell in the 
city by those who are desirous of making 
permanent improvenieiils ou their prc- 
perty, and is absululely retarding tlie 
{growth of Iho plaee. We have side- 
walks to be laid, streets co he gradad and 

" drained, .crossings, to be made — enough, in 
fiicir'td keep" those who are now idle and 
willing to labor employed for some time to 
come. The money must be made to circu* 
late. The brilliant prospects before us will 
justify it. We need have no fear but that 
the Hiereascd value of property, the rapid 
growth of uur trade, and the development of 
our minesi will render our means of meeting 
our e.Kpendilnre quite sufRcicnt. And why 
should there be any dillicully of obtaining 
funds immediately ? la not tlie Uovernment 
equally interested with the Corporatidn in 
developing the growth of the city .' Take 
awny Victoria and what becomes of the 
Colony ol Vancouver Island ! Let it lan- 

"gai'sb'aiid dediiy^ and what will support the 
Government. Ave have every right, there- 
fore, to expect a ha."nionioU3 co-operation 
between tlie Council aiid the Legislature.

Xo one can take a walk tliron.i^h our city
